Developments in Trial.

CTIVE service of almost 40

dinal) Gibbons. 

Born in Baltimore, Md., of Irish 
parents July 17, 1834, James Gib- 
bons spent his youth in Ireland, but 
when he was a lad of 14 years his 
family returned to America, settling 
in New Orleans, where he acted as 
“punctual grocers boy.”’ 

His ambition for the priesthood 
began in those early days. At 21 he 


began preparations for his service in 


the Roman Catholic Church. Gradu- 
ating with distinguished honor from 
historic St. Charles College in Mary- 


land, he pursued his studies at the 


seminary of St. Sulpice and _  “°5St. 
Mary's niversitvy in Baltimore. At 
the outbreak of the Civil War he was 


‘ordained to the priesthood in Balti- 


more. He was 27 years old. 

At the close of the Civil War, 
Father Gibbons became private sec- 
retary to Archbishop Spalding and

Bishop Gibbons-— 
43 vears of age—became Archbish- 
op of the diocese, then the highest 
dignitary of the Roman Catholic 
Church in the United States. 

As Archbishop he headed the dele- 
gation of American prelates to Rome 
in 1883. He outlined there plans 

for the third Plenary Council to be 
held the next year. Pope Leo XIII 
appointed him to preside over the 


council. He directed the enactment 


of many new decrees which were 
favorably approved by the ecclesias- 
tical authorities. 

The brilliant executive ability of 
Archbishop Gibbons immediately 
Was recognized. He was created a 
(‘ardinal, a prince of the church, a 
quarter century after he had entered 
the priesthood. This was in 1§86— 
he was then 52 years of age. 

The impressive ceremonies took 


place in his home city, and Cathe- | 


dral in Baltimore. In the presence 
of the hierarchy of the church, Car- 
dinal Gibbons was clothed in the in- 
signia of the office. He arrived in 
Rome the following year, and re- 
ceived the apostolic blessing, and ad- 
mission into the College of Cardinals, 
the twenty-fifth in succession. 
Cardinal Gibbons celebrated the 
centenary of the 


States in 1888. He convened the first 
national congress of Catholic lay- 
men in the United States in the same 
vear. He laid the cornerstone of the 
Catholic University in Washington, 
and was its Chancellor’ sirce its 
foundation. He was the first Roman 


Catholic Prelate in the United States | 


to take part in the election of a 
Pope, casting his ballot for Piux XA. 

The scholarship and statesman- 
ship of Cardinal Gibbons has been 
recognized by theologians of all 
creeds. 

The last days of Cardinal Gibbons 
were spent among his friends in his 
native Baltimore. He was a pic- 
turesque figure’ on the streets. Not- 
withstanding his high office his em1- 
nence was one of the most demo- 
cratic of Americans. During his 
daily walks about the city, 
ceived the respectful salutations of 
persons of all faiths, responding 
with his genial and cordial smile, 
whether to a policeman or a distin 
guished financier 

Simplicity of Cardinal's Life. 

One of the-finest charms about the 
Cardinal was the simplicity of his 
life. In spite of the tremendous de- 
mands upon him, anyone could walk 
into his house in Baltimore during | 
his usual hours for receiving guests 
with reasonable certainty of being 
Cardinal. The house 
was most modestly furnished. Or- 
dinarily the linen covers over the 
cardinal red furnishings served the 
double purpose of keeping out the 
dust and concealing rather strenu- 
ous wear. He has been interviewed | 
more than any church dignitary in 
the world, 
nounced views on every 
topic of interest and was never in 
the slightest degree hesitant in ‘/ex- 
pressing them. Even for “feature 
interviews” he seemed as kindly dis- 
posed as he was in serious matters, 
a fact which throws illuminating 
beams upon his life and habits.
